its Ufe, yet takes me off from other Engage- 
‘ments of a much more agreeable and improving 
Nature: And what makes the Tafk difficult, 1s 
the great Number of Typographical Errors, which 
he has not (as is ufual) vouchfafed to correct by 
a Table of Errata. 3 | 
*Tis the Obfervation of one of the moft learned 
and. correét Writers of this Age, (2) « That he 
* fcarce ever met with an Hiftorian, who does not 
‘ write true Hiftory, if you will take an Account 
* of him from his Preface, and not be too nice in 
* examining his Book : the firft Pages are ufually 
* filled with the Care and Integrity of the Author, 
.* which are probably to be found no where elfe.? 
How far Mr. Neal falls under this Cenfure, he 
himfelf is beft able to judge ; and what Care he 
has taken to render his Hiftory correét, the Reader 
may eafily difcover from the many Miftakes 
pointed out to him in the three former Voiumes. 
I readily grant there are Points in Hiftory that 
(as to the Springs of Adtion) are fcarce conceive-

And if itis fo difficult a» Matter 
ro come to the Knowledge of Things done in-out 
own Times, how much more fo muft.it be to

call every thing by its proper Name; for I pro» 
fefs I cannot talk a Language I do not mean, and 
have a hearty Abhorrence to the ferving any Turn 
that is inconfiftent with Truth. And if 1 have 
ufed any Expreffions that to Mr. Neal may feem 
too harfh, 1 prefume, I fhall have his Pardon, 
when he has once thoroughly confider’d what Oc- 
cafion he has given, by the Reproaches he has cait 
upon King Charles the Martyr, the beft of Kings, 
and the Freedom he has taken with fome of the. 
mott deferving Prelates of our Church; and when 
Taffure him that I do not write for Victory but 
Trach. : hes ease 
_ The firft twelve Years of his laft Period take in 
the Ufurpations of the Ramp, O. Cromwell, &c. 
and are the moft remarkable Ones in all our 
Englifh Hiftory : And I may venture to affitm, 
(and I hope without Offence to any one) that 
more Villanies were tranfacted in that fhort. Pe- 
riod, than in the fame Compafs of Time down- 
wards from the Creation: Then the moft mon- 
ftrous Crimes were committed under the Cloke of 
Religion, which was the Pretence for cartying on . 
of every wicked Defign : And tho® I cannot 
charge Mr, Neal with the Defence of every Tranf- 
action that was bad, in that moft execrable Set of 
Men ; yet he has palliated their Actions fo far, 
that his Readers, who are not verfed in the Hif- 
tory of thofe Times, may be difficulted, from his 
Work, to difcover in what they were to blame. 
Flad he treated them in the manner that the brave 
Judge Fenkins (a Perfon thoroughly well fkilled 
in our Conftitution and Laws) did, his Work 
had been lefs liable to cenfure. That Judge was 
fo far from palliating the Crimes of thofe Mon- 
fters, that he charged them home to their very 
Teeth ; and: when he was brought before the 
Rump in 1648. he treated thofe wicked Rebels 
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with a juft and becoming Contempt. ° « (by In your 
< Speech, (fays he) Mr. Speaker, ‘you faid: the 
¢ Houfe was offended ‘with my Behaviour, in not 
¢ making any Obcifance to’ you upon my coming 
« here; and this was the more wondred at, be- 
< caufe [pretended to be knowing in the Laws of 
é the Land, (having made it my Study for thefe 
< five and forty Years) and becaufe Pam fo, that 
« was the Reafon of fuch my Behaviour: For as 
¢ Jong as you had the King’s Arms enorav’d on 
¢ your Mace, and: acted under his Authority, 
« had I come here, | would have bow’d my Body 
< in Obedience to his Authority, by which you 
< were firft called. But, Mr. Speaker, fince you 
« arid: this’ Houfe have renounced all your Duty 
« and ‘Allegiance to your Sovereign, and natural 
¢ Liege Lord the King, and are become a Den of 
« Lhieves, frould I bow myfelf in this House of Rim- 
cmon, the Lord would not pardon me in thisT bing.” 
Whicli provoked the Houfe fo much, that with- 
out any Trial they voted him and Sir Francis Butler 
ouilty of High Trreafon, and fix’d the Day of Ex- 
ecution 3 but were diverted from it by a Drolk 
Speech of that remarkable Buffoon Harry Martyn. 
(i) After this they fent a Committee from the Com- 
snons-Houfe to Newgate to Judge Fenkins, and 
made this Offer to him, ¢ That if he would own 
« their Power to be lawful, they would not only 
¢ take off the Sequeftrations from his Evftate, 
« which were about 500 1. per Annum, but would 
‘«‘alfo fettle a Penfion-on him of 1000 lavYear? 
To which he anfwer’d, * Far be it from me to 
¢ own Rebellion (altho if was fuccefsful) to be 
¢ Jawful ; fo he defired to fee their Backs.” Then 
the Chief of them made another Propofal to the

To this. he 
an{wered, * That he would, not connive at their 
‘ fo doing,: for all the Money they had robbed 
¢ the Kingdom of, and fhould they be fo impu- 
¢ dent to print any fuch Matter, he would fell his 
¢, Doublet and Coat to buy Pens, Ink.and Paper, 
‘ and would fet forth the Commons-Houfe in their

With that the old Man’s An- 
ger was heighten’d to the utmoft, and he in Paf- 
fion faid, ¢ Flad my Wife and Children petition’d 
¢ you in this Matter, 1 would. have look’d on her 
“asa Whore, and them as Baftards.”. Upon, this 
the Committee departed, and he continued. in 
Newgate till the Reftoration ; after which I am 
informed that this moft Heroical and Loyal Fudge 
died, whofe Memory and: Doings ought never to 
be forgotten by loyal Men.

** them.” Thofe Commanders fent him a very noble Anfwer, fuch as was 
* fit to be given to Rebels, and told him, They would enter into no

dered Minifters againft the Booke, intituled, The 
Accufer foamed, &c. By the Accufed Fobn Fry, Feb. 13. 
1650. : 

That hee, the faid Fohn Fry, hath publifhed in print 
the Accufation that was made againit him, viva voce, only 
in the Houfe of Parliament by a Member of Parliament, 
often particularly naming and reproaching the faid Member 


in the faid Booke, tif. p. and p. 14,15, 16, 17. 


That hee denies the Trinity, calling it a chaffy and 
abfurd Opinion of three Perfons or Subfiftences in the 
Godhead, Title Page, and Page 15, and efpecially Page 23. 
lin. 14. viz. Perfons or Subjiftences are Subftances or Acci- 
dents. As for the Word Perfon, I doe not underftand 
that it can be properly attributed but to Man. It 1s out 
of doubt with me, that if you aske the moft Part of Men 
what they meane by a Perfon, they will either tell you that 
it’s a Man, or elfe they are not able to give you any An- 
fwer at all.

Serving in anfwer to a certaine Act formerly put forth 
by the Parliament of England the third of Odfeber 1650. 

'‘Tranflated out of Englifh into Dutch printed at Rotter- 
dam. A Declaration publifhed by Order of my Lord 
Lieutenant General the 18th of February 1657. 

The Lords of the Council and of the Affemblie, being 
occafioned at the Sight of certaine printed Papers, inti- 
tuled, An Aét forbidding Commerce and Traffick with 
the Barbadoes, Virginia, Bermudas, and Antego. 

The Lord Lievtenant Generall, together with the Lords 
of this Council and Affembly, having carefully read ovet 
the {aid printed Papers, and finding them to oppofe the 
Freedome, Safety, and Well-being of this Ifland, have 
thought themfelves bound to communicate the fame to all 
Inhabitants of this Ifland; as alfo their Obfervation and 
Refolution concerning it, and to proceed therin after the

Concerning the abovefaid A&, by which the leaft Ca- 

pacity may comprehend, how much the Inhabitants of 
this Hland would be brought into Contempt and Slavery, 
if the fame be not timely prevented. — 6 

Firft, They alledge, that this Ifand was firft fettled and — 
inhabited at the Charges, and by efpecial Order of the Pea- 
ple of England, and therefore ought to be fubjeét to the 
fame Nation. It is certain, that we all of us know very 
well, that we the prefent Inhabitants of this Ifland, were 
and {till be that People of England, who with great Dan- 
ger of our Perfons, and to our great Charge and Trou- 
ble have fettled this Ifland in its Condition, and inhabited 
the fame: and fhall wee therefore be fubje& to the Will 
and Command of thofe who ftay at Home? Shall wee be 
bound to the Government and Lordfhip of a Parliament, 
in which wee have no Reprefentatives? Or Perfons chofen 
by us for there to propound and confent to what might be 
needful and ferviceable to us? as alfo to oppofe and 
difpute all what fhould tend to our Difadvantage and 
Harme, in Truth this would be a Slavery far exceeding 
all that the Englifh Nation hath yet fuffered. And we 
doubt not but the Courage. which hath brought us thus 
far out of our own Country to feek our Beings and Live- 
lihoods in this wild Country, will mainteine us in our 
Freedomes ; without which our Lives will be uncomfor- 
table unto us. | 

Secondly, It is alleadged, That the Inhabitants of this 
Iiland have by Cunning and Force ufurped a Power and 
Government. — : 

If wee the Inhabitants of this Ifland had been heard 
What wee could have faid for our felves, this Allegation 
had never been printed, but thofe who are deftined to be 
Slaves may not enjoy thofe Priviledges. Otherwife wee 
might have faid and teftified with a Truth, that the Go- 
~ -vernment now ufed amongft us, is the fame that hath al- 
ways been ratified, and doth every way agree with the firft 
Settlement and Government in thefe Places, and Was 
given us by the fame Power and Authority that New 
England hold theirs: againft whom the Act. makes ho 
- Objection. ; pt 
~~ And this Government here in Subje¢tion is the neareit 
Model ‘in Conformity, under which our Predeceflors i 
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the Englifb Nation, have lived and flourifhed for above a 
thoufand Years. as ' | 

- "Therefore wee conclude, that the Rule of Reafon and 
Difcourfe is moft ftrangely miftaken, if the Continuation 
and Submiffion to a right well fettled Government, bee 
judged to be an ufurping of a new Power, and to the con- 
trarie, the Ufurpation of a new Government be held a 
Continuation of the Old. 3 , 

‘Thirdly, By the abovefaid Aa, all outlandifh Nations 
ate forbidden to hold any Correfpondency or T'rafhique 
with the Inhabitants of this Ifland, although all the ancient 
Inhabitants know very well, how greatly they have been 
obliged to thofe of the Low-Countries for their Subfiftance, 
and how difficult it would have been for us (without their 
Affiftance) ever to have inhabited thefe Places, or to have 
brought them into Order: and wee are yet daily fenfible, 
what neceflary Comfort they bring to us daily, and that 
they doe fell their Commodities a great deale cheaper then 
our own Nation will doe: But this Comfort muft be taken 
from us, by thofe whofe Will muft be a. Law to us :. But 
wee declare, that we will never be fo unthankful to the 
Netherlanders for their former Help and Affiftance, as to 
deny or forbid them or any other Nation the freedome of 
our Harbours, and the Protection of our Lawes, by which 
they may continue (if they pleafe) in all Freedome of 
Commerce and Trafique with us. 

Fouerthly, For to perfect and accomplifh our intended 
Slavery, and to make our Necks pliable, for to undergoe 
the Yoake, they got and forbid to our own Countrymen

come hither rhen their owne: as likewife, that no Inha- 
bitants of this Ifland may fend home upon their own Ac- 
count any Ifland Goods of this Place, but fhall bee. as Slaves 
to the Companie, who fhall have the abovefayd Licenfes, 
juft as our Negroes are to us, and fubmit to them the 
whole Advantage of our Labour and induftry.

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Wherefore having rightly. confidered, wee declare, that { 
as wee would not be wanting to ufe all honeft.Meanes. for 


the obtaining of a Continuance of Commerce, Trade,

leges, to which wee were borne, to. the Will.and . Opi- 
nion of any one, neither doe wee thinke our Number fo 
contemptible, nor our Refolution fo weake, to be forced 
or perfuaded to fo ignoble.a Submiffion, and we cannot 
thinke that there are any amongft, us, whoe are foe fimple, 
and foe unworthily minded, that they would not rather 
chufe a noble Death, then forfake their ould. Liberties

© ENES my laft to your Honar bareing date the rith 
«3 of the laft confarneing the convoying the Ifland 
Fifharmen.as fare as th’ Eyles of Oréne, it was the 13th 
before wee had an Opertunity af Wind to feile, but 
thofe Windes caried vs no farther to the Norwood then 
betwixt Whithee and Scarbro. Then® the Wind came at 
Noarth Eft, and proved a vielent Storme for many Dayes, 
and difperfed our Fleet, fum remained in the Company of 
Capt. Adfeare joyning to the Eylandes firft, ankered with 
the Barckes in his Company at a Plaies called Dertwicf, 
where he and the Barckes fent there Botes.a fhore to fil 
Wator. But before they came to the Plafe where they 
fhould fil their Wator, AZzuutroes’s Soulgarres fel upon them 
and toock them Prifeneres; but Capt. Afo/eares Bot got of 
before the Soulgarres a peared. or fhowed themfelves. _ 
‘They toocke of the Fifharmen 17, befides on that was 
a Paffingare in Capt. Aofear, and delt very enhumanely. 
by them; they ware not content with there Monies they 
had, but ftript them of their Clothis, and youefed them 
with a greatt dele of Cruelte, and thretened to hang them... 
Capt. Ho/ear was forft away and the Barckes, and left 
there Men behind. It was two Days after be fore wee 
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carne if with the Eylandes, the Wind prefenting fare, wee 
went through the Eylandes with the Fleet and {topt not. But 
as I returned backe, I anckered vndare one of the Eylandes, 
and fent my Boote a fhore to fill fum Waror haveing but 
lickell abord to dres Menes Vittules, they let my Men alone 
tell there Wator was filed, then thoes that laye in Ambufh 
‘rufhed forth, and fiared very voyelently uppon my Men, 
and had cutt them all of, had I not fiared with my great 
Gounes upon them, by that menes I prefarved my Men, 
and recovered them all a bord fafe with ought hurt, all 
foe recovered all thoefe 18 Men that were left be 
hind. 
~ Sir, I kould wifh from my hart, that our Cortes of 
Gard a bought London, would be careful to exfamin all 
fuperfhilous Travileres, for MMontroes has his Intelligene- 
fares, comes and goes from him to the Royeleft Party 
that are a bought London, and in the Sheres and Countyes, 
the 29th of the laft there came won to him with Letores 
from fam of there.

W EE had fome of our Ifland Mafters of the firft Fleet 
that went away from hence about three Weeks 
agoe, brought home this other Day by Captain Cox in 
his Retourn from the Oréney lands unto the Roades here! 
which Mafters went away from hence, with many others, 
under the Convoy of Captaine Hofier, with Captaine Cox; 
and being in the Orkneys went on Shore there for Water, 
and being there, were detained by the Soldiers in that 
Place, and carried before the Earle Montroffz, who under- 
ftanding they were pore Fithermen difcharged them, and 
gave them this inclofed Paffe. ‘Their Barkes being gone 
away from thence before with Captain Hofer, out of fome 
Fear conceived by the Men, that then fhould otherwife 
have been ftaid; and thefe pore Men travailing along 
homeward in thofe Ifles, efpied Captain Cox coming thi- 
ther homeward bound, who knowing nothing of what had 
happened, fent fome of his Men on fhore for freih Wa- 
ter, who finding thefe travailing Men our Neighbours 
there, before they had done what they came for, and could 
take thefe Men into their Boats, efpied a great Company 
of Soldiers coming down from the Mountains there, and 
makeing towards them, whereby. they were inforced to 
take to their Boates ; and had much adoe to efcape fo; 
and had many Musketts fired upon them by the Soldiers; 
infornuch, that Captain Cox was enforced to difcharge his 
great Ordinance upon them, to refcue his Men in the 
Boat, and by that Meanes our Neighbours got into thé 
‘Ship, and came home to Yarmouth, and prefently after 
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their coming home, they went back again for //a-d, in 
thofe Barkes here that were ftill to goe; otherwife wee 
fhould have taken a large Affidavit upon Oath from them, 
The Report is, chat AZontroffe hath now with him feven or 
eight thoufand Soldiers of Scarch, Dutch, Danes, Swedes, 
and Englifb, and. were now upon their March into Scot 
land — upon Monday laft was fennight, who fay they will 
take up more Soldiers invall the Country in the Way they 
goe, untill they come to London; of thefe Thinges you 
“may pleafe to certify the honorable Councell of State. 
There hatli been fix Veffels taken upon the Coaft this Week 
by one Picking Rogue, belonging to Dunkirk, whereof five 
were laden with Corn and Beanes, and one was a North 
Sea Fifher-boat, laden with Fifh: and one of the fmall . 
Veflels was refcued and brought in here by Capt. Rey/er, 
which wee defire and hope may be a further Motive on our 
Behalf, for obtaining fome Ships of Convoy for the North 
Seas. And wherein we rely much, Sir, upon your Care, 
and Indeavour for us; not having further to enlarge at pre- 
fent, but that we are,

* SIR, 


[ HOPE it is not ill taken that 1 make no more frequent 
Addreffes to the Parliament. ‘Things that are of trouble 
in Point of Provifion for your Army, and of ordinary Di- 
rection, I have, as I could, often prefented to the Council — 
of State, together with fuch Occurrences as have happened, 
who I am fure, as they have not been wanting in their ex- 
traordinary Care and Provifion for us, fo neither what they 
judge fit and neceflary to reprefent the fame to you ; and 
this I thought to be a fufficient Difcharge of my Duty on 
that Behalf. | 

It hath now pleafed God to beftowa Mercy upon you, 
worthy your Knowledge, and of the utmoit Praife and 
Thanke of all that love and fear his Name; yea the Mercy 
is far above all Praife, which, that you may the better 
perceive, I fhall take the Bouldnefs to tender unto you fome 
Circumftances accompanying thy great Bufinefs, which will 
manifeft.the Greatnefs and Seafonablenefs of this Mercy. 
We having tried what we could to. engage the Enemy three 
or four Miles Welt of Edinburgh, that proving ineffectual, 
and our Victuall failing, wee marched towards our Shippes 
for a Recruit of our Want ; the Enemy did notat all trouble 
us in our Rere, but marched the direct Way towards £- 


 dinburgh, and partly in the Night and Morning flipps thro’. 
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interpofé between us and our Victuall, but the Lord made 
him lofe the Opportunity, and the Morning proving exceed- 


ing wett and dark, we recovered by that time it was light 


into a Ground where they could not hinder us from our 
Victuall, which was @ high Aét of the Lord’s Providence to 
us. We being come into the faid Ground, the Enemy 
marched into the Ground we were laft upon, having no 
Mind either to ftrive to get between us and our Victuall, 
or to fight, being indeed upon this Lock, hoping that the 
Sicknefs of your Army would render their. Worke more 
eafy by the gaining of Time: Whereupon we marched to 
Muffelburgh to victaal and to fhip away our fick Men, 
where we fent aboard neere 500 fick and wounded Sol- 
diers ; and upon ferious Confideration finding our Weaknefs 
fo to increafe, and the Enemy lying upon his Advantages, 
at a General Council it was thought fitte to marche to 
Dunbarr, and there to fortify the Towne, which we 
thought, if any thinge, would provoke them to engage ; 
as alfoe that the having a Garrifon there would furnifh us 
with Accommodation for our fick Men, and would be a 
Place for a good Magazeene, (which we exceedingly want- 
ed) being put to depend upon the Uncertainty of Weather 
for landing Provifions, which many times cannot be done, 


tho’ the Being of the whole Army lay upon it, all the Coaft ” 
from Leith to Barwick not having one good Harbour: As — 


alfo to lye more conveniently to receive our Recruits of 


Horfe and Foot from Barwick. Having thefe Confide- — 


rations, upon Saturday the 30th of /yeu/? we marched from 


| Mufelburgh to Heddington, where by that time we had ~ 
sot the Van Brigade of our Horfe and Foot and'Train into ~ 
theire Quarters, the Enemy was marched with that exceed- 


ing Expedition, that they-fell upon the Rere-Forlorn of our 
Horfe, and put it into fome Diforder, and indeed had like 
to have engaged our Rere-Brigade of Horfe, with their 


whole Army, ad not the Lord by. his good Providence put — 
a Cloud over the Moone, thereby giving us Opportunity to — 
draw off thofe Horfe to the reft of the Army, which ac- © 
cordingly was done without any Loffe, fave of three or : 
four of our fore-mentioned Forlorne, wherein the Enimic — 


(as we believe) received more Lofle: The Army being put 
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his whole Army, and quarters himfelf in a Pofture eafy to. 


into a reafonable fecure Pofture, towards Midnight the E- 


nimie attempted our Quarter on the Weft End of Hedding- 
ton, but

(thro’ the Goodne/s of God) we repulfed them. | 
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The next Morning we drew into an open Field on the 
South Side of Heddington, we not judging it fafe for us to 
diaw to the Enimie upon his own Ground, he being pre- 
pofiefled thereof, but rather drew backe to give him way 
to coine to us, if he had fo thought fitte: And having 
waited about the Space of four or five Hours, to fee if he 
would come to us, and not finding any Inclination in the 
Enemy fo to doe, wee refolved to goe according to our 
frit Entendment to Dunbar. By that time we had marched 
three or four Miles, we faw fome Bodies of the Enemy's 
Horfe draw out of their Quarters; and by that time our 


Carriages were gotten neer Dunbar, their whole Army was 
supon their marche after us ; and indeed our drawing back in 


this manner, with the Addition of three new Regiments 
added to them, did much heighten their Confidence, if 


not Prefumption and Arrogance: The Enemy that Night 


we perceived gathered towards the Hills, labouring to make 
a perfect Interpolition between us and Barwick 3 and hav- 
ing in this Pofture a great Advantage, through his better 
Knowledge of the Country, which he effected by fending 
a confiderable Partie to the ftraight Paffe at Copperh, where 


‘ro Men to hinder are better than 40° to make their Way, 
and truly this was an * Exegent to us wherewith the E- 


nemy reproached us with that Condition the Parliament’s 
Army was in when it made its hard Conditions with the 
King in Cornwall: By fome Reports that have come to us, 
they had difpofed of us and of their Bufinefs in fufhcient 
Revenge and Wrath towards our Perfons : and had fwal- 
lowed up the poor Intereft of England, believing that 
their Armie ahd their King would have marched to Lon- 
don without any Interruption, it being told us, we know 
not how truly, by a Prifoner we took the Night before the 
Fight, That their Kinge was very fuddenly to come a- 
moneft them with thofe Engii/h they a'lowed to be about 
him, but in what they were thus lifted up, the Lord was 
above them, The Enemy lying in the Polture before-men- 
tioned, having thofe Advantages, we lay very near him, 
being fenfible of our Difadvantage, haveing ome Weakneffe 
of Fleb, but yet Confelation and Support on the Lord himfelf

And indeed we had our Confolation and our Hopes : 
Upon Monday Evening the Enemy, whofe Numbers were 
very great, as we heare about 6000 Horfe, and 16000 
Foot at leaft; ours drawne downe as to found Men about 
7500 Foote, and 3500 Horfe: The Enemy drewe downe 


to their Right Winge about Two Thirds of their Left z 
Winge of Horfe to the Right Winge, fhogging alfo their ~ 


Foote and ‘Traine much to the Right, caufeing their Right 
Wing of Horfe to edge downe towards the Sea. We 
could not well imagine but that the Enemy intended to 
attempt upon us, or to place themfelves in a more exact 
Condition of Interpofition. The Major-Generall and my- 
{elf coming to the Earl of Roxborough’s Houfe, and ob- 


ferving his Pofture, I told him I thought it “did give | 


us an Opportunity to Advantage to attempt upon the Ene- 
my ; to which be immediately replied, ‘That he had thought 
to have faid the fame thing to me; foe that it pleafed the 
Lorde to fette this Appr chenfion upon both our Hearts at 
the fame Inftant. We called for Collonell A/onke, and 
fhewed him the Thing, and coming to our Quarter at 
Night, and demonftrating our Apprehenfions to fome of 
the Collonells, they alfo cherefully concurred. We re- 
folved therefore to put our Bufine(fs into this Pofture, that 
fixe Regiments of Horfe, and three Regiments and a halfe 
of Foote, fhould marche in the Van, and that the Major- 
Generall, the Lieutenant-Generall. of the Horfe, and the 
Commiffary-Generall, and Collonell Adonke to command 
the Brigade of Foote, fhould lead on the Bufinefs, and that 
Collonell Pride’s Brigade, Collonell Overton’s Brigade, and 
the remaining two Regiments of Horfe, fhould bring up 
the Cannon and Rere, the Time of falling on to be by 
Breake of Day, but by fome Delay it proved not to be 
till fixe a Clocke in the Morninge. The Enemy’s Worde 
was the * Covenant, whiche they had ufed for diverfe Days, 
ours the Lord of Hots, “The Major-Generall, Lieutenant-

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‘Generall Fleetovaod, and Commitfary-Generall Whalley, and 
Collonell Twifileton gave the Onfet, the Enemy being. m 
very good Pofture to receive them, having the Advantage 
their Caanon and Foote again{t our Horfe, and before our 
Foote could come up, the Enimy made a gallant. Re- 
fiftance. | 
‘And there was a very hott Difpute at Sword’s Point be- 
tween our Horfe and theirs. Our firft Foote, after they ‘ 
had difcharged their firft Duty, being over-powered with = 
the Enemy, received fome Repulfe, which they {oon re- 
covered ; but my own Regiment, under the Command of 
Tieutenant-Collonell Gof, and my Major White, did come 
feafonadly in, and at pufh of Pike did repell the ftouteit 
Regiment the Enemy had there, meerely with the Courage 
which the Lorde was pleafed to give, which proved a great 
Amazement to the Refidue of their Foote, this being the 
firft Action between the Foote: the Horfe in the meane 
Aime did with a great deal of Courage and Spirit beat backe 
all Oppofition, charging through the Bodies of the Ene- 
my’s Horfe and their Foote who were after the firft iXe- 
-pulfe given made by the Lord of Hofts as Stubble to 
their Swordes. Indeed, I believe I may {peake it without 
_ Partiality, both your chief Commanders, and others in 
their feveral Places, and Soldiers alfo, were acted with as 
much Courage as ever hath been feene in any Action fince 
fhis War « 1 know they look not to be named, and there- 
fore I forbeare Particulars, “The beft of the Enemies 
~ Horfe and Foote being broken through and through in lefs 
then an Hower’s Difpute, their whole Armie being put 
into Confufion, it became 2 totell Rout, our Men having, 
the Chafe and Execution of them nere eight Miles. We 
pelieve that upon the Place and nere about it were 3000 
flaine ; Prifoners taken of their Officers you have this in- 
closvd Lift *, of private Soldiers nere 10 Thoufand, the 
whole Baggage and Trayne taken, in whiche was good 
Store of Match, Powder and Bullet, all their Artillerie 
great and fmall, 30% Gunns. We are confident they have 
Jef behind them no lefs then 15000 Armes. I have al- 
ready brought unto mee near 200 Cullours, which [here- 
with fende you. What Officers of Quallity of theirs are

| Barges, two or three of them were drowned.” WW bitleok’s Memorials, 
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many Men of Quality are mortally wounded, as Collonell 
Lum/fdell, the Lord Lidderton, and others: and that which 
is no {mall Addition, I believe we have not loft 20 Men, 
not one commiffioned Officer flaine as I heare of, fave 
one Cornet, and Major Rosksby fince dead of his Wounds, 
and not many mortally wounded: Collonell Walley only 
cut in the Hand Wrilt, and his Horfe twice fhot and killed 
under him; but he weil recovered andther Horfe, and 
went on in his Chafe. Thus you have the Profpect of 
one of the molt fignal Mercies God hath done for Eng- 
land and his People this War. And now may it pleafe you 
to give me the leave of a tew Words. It is eafy to fay, 
the Lord hath done this. It would do you good to fee 
and to heare our poor Foot goe upp and downe making 
their Boaft of God. But, Sir, it is in your Hands, and 
by thefe eminent Mercies God puts it more into your 


Handes to give Glory to him, to improve your Power and 


his Blefling to his Praife: We that ferve you begg of you 
not to owne us, but God alone: We pray you owne his 
People more and more, For they are the Charriots and 
florfemen of Lfracl; difowne yourfelves, but owne your 


Authority, and improve it, to curbe the Proud and the 


Infolent, fuche as would’ difturbe the Tranquillity of Eng- 
land, though under what fpecious Pretences foever; re- 
lieve the Oppreffed, heare the Groanes of poor Prifoners 
in England ; be pleafed to reforme the Abufes of all Pro- 
feffions, and if there be any one that makes many poore, 
to make a few riche, that {uites not a Commonwealth. If 
he that ftrengthens your Servants to fight, pleafes to give 
you Eearts to fett upon thefe Things in order to his Glory, 
and the Glory of your Commonwealth, befides the Benefit 
that England fhall feele thereby, you fhall fhine forth to 
other Nations, who fhall emulate the Glory of fuch a 
Pattern, and through the Power of God turn into the like.

I FEARE my Letters have met with the fame Misfortune 
+ which yours doe: For this three Weeks I have not re- 
ceived any from you; and now that his Majefty is fafely 
arrived, I believe the Paflage will be {topped : However I 
will not fayle to write conftantly fo longe as they will be 
receaved. Before this time I hope George is come to you, 
and has given you a particular Account of me: And I 
defire he may foone return, which mutt ‘be by Holland, 
for now their is no other Way of coming, and that too 
‘very dangerous, all our Coaft being fo full of the Engli/h 
Shipps, which yet makes the Way for me unpaffable, ex- 
cept I could have a fecure Pafs from them. My Things 
in Holland hear are in great want of ayring. I wonder 
very much at George, having been there all this Time, that 
he did not doe it: and therefore he has Reafon to make the 
more Hafte. If the Things are not already fent away, you 
may pleafe to fend by Holland with George; and in the Be- 
ginning of the next Month a Parliament is to be called, 
and the King crowned, foe that we are all to have double 
Robes, one to ride at the Coronation, which are of 
Crimfon Velvet, and the other Parliament Robes of 
Scarlet : In this Time it will be too great a Charge to 
make them, but many of our Lords fend to their Friends 
in England to borrow both, and {fo if you can, I fhall de- 
fire your La®’ to borrow them from fome of my Ac- 
quaintance, and I will undertake to have them fafe re- 
turned, and they may be fent with George ; if you cannot 
‘get both, be fure you get Coronation Robes.

and therefore fhall not trouble you with any Repetition 
thereof. ‘This Daye we-had Audience in the great Affem- 
blye, and ina publique Manner, all our Gentlemen and Re- 


tinue of + Quality being admitted into the Affemblye, 
and alfoe 30 Merchants of Rotterdam, which was done 
that therein they might exprefs the more Refpect to the

States fhould enter into a near Union ; and truly through 
God’s Goodnefs, the Matter propounded by us at the Au- — 
dience, the Seafon and Manner of doing thereof; the ~ 
Greatnefs of the Retinue you fent us over with, which is 
above 250, and other Circumftances which have accom- 
panied this Embaffey, have rendred the fame of generall 
Acceptation amongit the Dutch ; and thus much we have — 
faid to you, not as if we nad done any thing of our felves . 
to further our Work under your Hands. *’Tis the Lord © 
that bas made our Way (at \eaft in our Opinion) fmaother 
and eafier than wee expected, But we are willing by this — 
to give you as certaina Knowledge of the Affairs as could 
be, and for the Frame that this People feeme at prefent to 
be folded into, what wee faid at the Audience was delivered 
in unto them in wrighting both in Englifh and Dutch, and 
the Copyes thereof we have herewith fent unto your 
Lord”, and they have appointed to-morrow to confider 
the Nomimation of Commiffioners to treate with us, and 
then we fhall be able to fee further into what they intend.

The fame Day wee came to Towne the Duke ot Yorke 
and Princefs Royall went out; fhee returned againe,’ be- 
caufe of the Sicknefs of the young Prince of Orange, 
whoe was left there behinde, becaufe of a Shute (Suit at 
Law I fuppofe) depending here betweene the Prince/s

_frip. Wee had Intelligence of fome Shipps going hence 
with Provifion and Ammunition to the Enemy in Scotland, 
untill wee had our Audience, ’twas not proper for us to 
make any Addrefs to the States Generall about it, but thall 
now take the beft Care wee can therein: and in the meane 
time have given Notice thereof to the Captaines of thofe 
Shippes you fente with us.

| ALTHOUGH wee have made but little Progrefs in 
your Affaires heere, and have had but {mall Expe- 


rience of the Temper and Inclinations ef the People wee 
are amoneft; yet wee cannot but fee and take Notice of 


a gracious Hand ef God going along with us hitherto: — 


fome of the Patticulers whereof wee fhall bee bold to 
trouble you with. Wee arrived at Rotterdam on Friday 
the 14th Inftant, about 4. Clock in the Morning, being 
brought in thither by the Deputye, and fome others of the 


Company of Merchants Adventurers, who met us in the — 


Way between Helford Sluce and Rotterdam: ‘They brought 
us to the Exgli/h Houfe there, and at their own Charge 
enterteyned us and our whole Retinue, all the while we 
ftayd in that Towne, fave that the States Generall payd 
for the two laft Meales. Our Staye there was untill Mon- 
day after. At our firft Arrival wee gave Notice thereof to 
the States Generall, from whome wee were vifited on Sa- 
terday Morning, and received fome other Civilitys very 


extraordinary: Particulerly the Burgo Mdajfters at Rotter- 


dam, by the Appoyntment of the States of Holland, did 
both vifit and make us a Prefent, whiche (as our Infor- 
mation is) was never done before'to. any Embaflador. Upon 
Munday the Adaffer of the Ceremonies accompanied us to- 
wards the Hague, ‘having, by Command of \his Matters, 
provided us thofe Accommodations, which other Publique 
Minifters have not hatl from them.

But feemg the Lord, 
according to his wonted Goodnefs, hath once more ap- 
peared to own your Counfels and Forces, and aflureing 
my felfe that it is upon your Hearts to own him, and 
thofe who own him and you; I make bold to lay before 
you the Condition of Major Bolton, Major Rawlins, and 
‘thofe other Officers and Soldiers who about 2 Month fince 
embarqued in the Sea Flower of Liverpoole, in their 
Paflage for England, as Part of that Number which was 
commanded hence for your Service. All the other Veflels 
came feafonably to Shore ; this was only miffing. Wee 
were willing (whileft we had the leaft Grounds) to hope, 
that fhe might have been blown to the Northward of her 
intended Port, but hearing no News of her, wee now 
conclude that fhe foundered in the Sea. A Lift of thofe 
belonging to this Army, who were imbarqued in that 
Veffel; [have fent here inclofed, with an Account of their 
Qualliry, which of them had Wives, and how many 
‘Children each had.

Wee likewife. therefore declare, that.wee will-to-our ut 
moft endeavor..to, fee, them repoffeffed.in whatfoever they: 
formerly. had, and. could. legally. claime before» the::late’ 
Ujurpation upon them ; and that wee do efteem all; Judg~ 
ments given againt{t them; and..all, Surrenders:made ‘by a 
corrupt and _perjured. Party .amongft: themfelves, \nuil:and 
void in-Law-.;and:do hold.and declare.their old Charters 
(notwithftanding the mew. ones lately granted), to be: good 
and valid;..

penall Statutes made againji Proteftant Diffenters,. reverfed: 
and made null and. void ;. and. wee, will have néewsLaws’ 
enacted, for placeing the Election of Sher iffes in the frees: 
holders of the feverall Counties, :and for, fettling the AG- 
litia in the_refpeCtive _Sheriffes,. and for preventing -all: 
Military Standing Force, except, what, fhall: be raifed: and » 
kept up by Authority and Confent of Parliament. i 

And whereas feverall Gentlemen and:others;. who have 
been. worthy. and zealous Affertors.of the Proteftant Inte~:

» And whereas the {aid Sates Buk ‘of Yorkyi Fimcordents 
the expediting the idolatrous and bloody: Defignes of ‘the 
Papifts, the gratifying his own boundlef$ Ambition after a 
Crown, and*to hinder Enquiry into ‘his Affaffination of 
Arthur Earle of Effex, hath poyfoned the late King; and 
therein manifefted his Ingratitude, as well’as Cruelty, to 
the World, in murthering a Brother; who hadalmoft 
ruined himfelfe to preferve and protect him ‘from Punifh- 
ment: Wee do therefore further declare, that for’ the

Being obliged, for avoiding Tedioufnefs, to. omit re- 
counting many. Oppreffions under which the Kingdom hath 
groaned, and the giving a Deduction of the feverall Steps 
that have been taken for introducing and eftablifhing of 
Popery and Tyranny : Wee think fit therefore to fignifie, 
borh to our Gountrymen and Forreigners, that wee intend 
a larger MJanife/to and Remonftrance of the Grievances, 
Perfecutions, Cruelties, and. Lyrannies wee have of late 
layne under, and therein a more full and particular Ac- 
count of the unparallelled. Crimes of the prefent U/urper. 

. And we make our Appeale unto God, and all Prote/fant 
Kings, Princes, States and People, concerning the Juftice 
of our Caufe, and the Neceflity we are reduced unto of 
having our Recourfe to Armes; And as wee do befeech, 
require, and adjure all fincere. Proteffants and true Engli/b- 
men, to be. affifting to us againft the Enemies of the Gof-
